was  luarked  by  the  retirement  of  Dr.  M'illiain  C.  D.  Hills, 
who  was  tlie  lirst  whole-time  Mi'dieal  Ollicer  of  ilealtli  for  tlu' 
whole  of  the  Island,  and  who  had  carried  ont  these  duties  for  ovei- 
lb  years. 

As  in  previous  reports,  Ihe  tlii-ee  areas  eombined  in  yonr 
Joint  .M.  ().  11.  Disti'iet  are  re]»orted  on  in  detail  nndei-  the 
separate  Authorities. 

The  Birth  Kates  for  Queen  la  )rou»h  and  Sheppey  Rural  are 
higher  than  the  normal  but  the  Kate  for  Sheeriiess  is  lower, 
(^ueenborouiih  and  Shei)p_ey  Rural  both  have  low  Death  Rates 
but  Sheerness  has  a  Death  Rate  slightly  above  that  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Two  Death  Kates  are  given  ou  the  pages  de\'oted  to  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  different  ar(*as,  the  ‘Crude’  and  the  ‘(.’orreeted'. 
in  all  tables  whei-e  the  Death  Kate  is  given,  the  ligure  is  the 
Coi-reeted  Rate.  This  cori-eetion  takes  into  account  the  eom- 
])<»sition  of  the  i)opulation,  i.e.,  the  numbers  of  inhabitants  at 
different  ages,  and  fi'om  known  average  death  i-ates  at  th(»se  ages, 
it  is  found  whether  the  population  of  the  district  is  moi-e  liable 
to  a.  high  or  a  low  death  rate.  For  instance,  it  will  readily  be 
seen  that  a  po])ulation  consisting  entirely  of  people  over  the  age 
of  ()5  years  would  be  more  liable  to  a  high  death  rate  than  a 
metre  normalh  comjtosetl  {toputation.  This  correction  therefore 
allows  a  more  real  comparison  to  be  made  with  the  England  and 
Wales  rate. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  again  compares  favour¬ 
ably  with  England  and  Wales,  with  the  exception  that  Scailet 
Fever  in  the  Rural  District  was  more  ])ievaleiit  than  usual. 

^Vater  suitplies  have  been  satisfactoi-y  and  arrangements  have 
now  been  made  for  the  supplies  of  the  Island  to  bi‘  examiiu'd 
baeteriologieally  at  intervals  of  one  month. 

The  rainfall  of  the  Island  foi-  the  year,  measured  at  the  She(*r- 
ness  Meteorological  Station,  was  less  than  fb  imdies  and  is  thu,'- 
worthy  of  mention  because  this  is  probably  the  lowest  rainfall 
lecorded  throughout  the  country  for  the  year. 
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It  is  hoped  that  before  long  new  office  accommodation  will  be 
provided  for  the  Health  Department,  as  the  present  accommoda 
iion  is  dark,  unhealthy  and  inadecjuate  and  there  is  no  pjovision 
iiuKle  for  a  Laboratory.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE 
SHEERNESS  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

In  all  the  various  activities  of  the  Health  Department,  there 
has  been  steady  progress  during  the  year. 

The  various  rates  do  not  compare  so  favourably  as  in  previous 
years;  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  town  is  lower  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  being  12.3  as  compared  with  15.1,  while  the  Death  Rate 
of  12. G  is  higher  than  the  average  of  11. G  throughout  the  country. 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  with  74.3  was  also  higher  than  the 
England  and  Wales  Rate  of  53.0 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  however  was  very  small 
and  the  propoi-tions  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  occurring  in 
the  town  to  these  diseases  throughout  the  country  were  only  one- 
sixth  and  one-fourth  respectively. 

With  regard  to  the  Water  Supply,  regular  monthly  analyses 
have  now  been  instituted  and  the  question  of  a  constant  supply  is 
being  given  consideration.  All  water  supplied  now  is  automatically 
chlorinated. 

The  Swimming  Pool,  when  the  construction  of  the  Rath  Hall 
is  completed,  will  be  ai  very  tine  addition  to  the  amenities  of  the 
town.  I  am  arranging  for  regular  samples  of  the  bath  water  to 
be  taken  for  analysis. 

Regarding  Housing,  a  considerable  amount  i*emaius  to  be  done 
both  in  Blue  Town  and  Mile  Town  and  ydans  are  being  made  to 
deal  with  these  during  the  coming  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  consideration  given  by  the 
Council  lo  all  proposals  I  have  made.

The  work  of  Ihe  Aiaternity  and  Child  AYell'are  Centre  has 
materially  increased  during  the  year  and  it  is  gratifying  that  the 
numbers  (d'  mothers  and  children  attending  are  increasing.  The 
standard  of  tiie  children  attending  is  very  satisfactory  as  regards 
the  care  they  receive  and  their  cleanliness,  physical  condition  and 
general  health,  the  only  unsatisfactoj-y  feature  being  the  state  of 
tlieir  teeth.  Arrangements  have  lieeu  made  with  the  Kent  County 
(Council  for  the  dental  treatment  of  jire-school  children  and  expec¬ 
tant  and  nursing  mothers. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  shown  an  increase  in  attendances 
and  is  held  regularly,  and  our  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Leth- 
bi-idge  Nursing  Association,  one  of  the  nurses  from  which  attends 
at  each  Clinic  and  gives  valuable  assistance. 

A  Consultant  Obstetrician  Scheme  has  now  been  instituted 
and  i»rovi<les  for  the  sei-vices  of  a  specialist  when  necessary  in 
(•(unjdicated  maternity  causes  and  it  is  woi-king  satisfactoril,Y.

The  Clinic  is  held  ever}'  Monday,  the  Orthopicdic  Surgeon 
attends  every  lirst  and  third  Mondays,  and  the  Nurse  every 
.Monday.  The  Nurse  instructs  in  massage  and  sees  that  the 
Surgeon's  instructions  are  carried  out.  The  Nursing  Branch 
of  the  St.  .lohn  Ambulance  Brigade  provides  nurses  to  attend 
at  each  ses.sion  of  the  Clinic  and  give  valuable  help  voluntarily. 

Children  attend  from  all  districts  on  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  and 
also  f]-om  Sittingbourne. 

Children  are  leferred  for  treatment  from  the  Welfare,  from 
the  lf)cal  Schools  and  from  the  Clinics. 

('hildien  attend  from  all  districts  on  the  Isle  of  Shepi)ey  and 
fi-om  Sittingbourne,  and  they  are  also  referred  for  treatment  from 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  angmentation  of  the 
Supply  and  it  is  ho[>ed  that  in  the  near  future  an  absolutely 
constant  snpply  will  be  available  during  the  whole  of  the  year 
and  throughout  the  town. 

Comstant  supervision  of  all  asjtects  of  the  water  supply  by  my 
depai-tment  in  collaboration  with  the  Surveyor’s  department  is 
maintained  and  automatic  chlorination  has  now  been  installed  at 
both  Sheerness  East  and  Trinity  Road  pumping  stations. 

Another  very  important  feature  is  that  I  have  arranged  lor 
regular  monthlv  samples  to  be  taken  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  at  the  Coiinty  Rathological  Laboratories,  and,  if  it  is  deemed 
necessary,  additional  sani])les  are  taken. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  I)isiiosal  of  the  town  is  water-borne  and  is  of 
modern  type  and  very  ellicient.  The  capacity  of  the  disposal  is 
snlUcient  for  the  neeils  of  the  population  for  some  years  to  come. 

Despite  the  heavy  rainfalls  the  drainage  system  has  proved 
adecpiate  to  ])revent  nuisance  from  Hooding. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  stream  in  the  district  is  the  Fleet,  which  has  ils 
exit  into  the  sea  and  acts  also  to  convey  the  Hood  water  from  the 
adjacent  Rural  District. 


rUBLIC  CLEANSING.  SCAVENGING. 

House  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  by  means  of  covered 
Motor  Vehicles  and  Trade  Refuse  by  arrangement  as  reqniretl. 
All  such  refuse  is  now  conveyed  to  the  Destructor  on  the  Council 
premises,  whei'e  it  is  elfectively  dealt  with  or  is  disi)osed  of  by 
dumping  under  satisfactory  conditions.

11  standard  receptacles  have  been  provided  during  the  yeai- 
under  notice  to  owners,  but  in  addition,  many  have  been  supplied 
by  owners  or  agents  to  supplant  defective  ones  without  notice 
being  required. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  housing  estates  are  not  pro\'ided 
with  walls  or  adequate  fences  to  enclose  the  yards  etc.,  a  consider¬ 
able  nuisance  is  still  caused,  both  of  noise  and  otherwise,  by  tlie 
depredatory  acts  of  cats  and  dogs  in  search  of  fcjod  from  the  re¬ 
ceptacles,  and  a  lid  or  cover  which  would  obviate  this  is  a  thing 
to  be  desired. 

Another  item  to  be  reviewed  is  the  lack  of  care  on  the  jiait 
of  the  householders.  They  seem  to  consider  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  scavenger  to  cleanse  the  receptacle,  but  this  is  not  so ;  their 
]e.sponsibility  ceases  with  the  removal  of  the  contents,  which 
should  be  thorough  however.  Householders  should  see  to  it  that 
the  bin  is  scraped  out,  washed  out  and  dried  periodically,  in 
order  to  maintain  it  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

Householders  are  requested  to  keep  so  far  as  jiossible,  all 
waste  jiaper  and  cardboard  out  of  the  refuse  bin  and  [ilace  them  in 
any  old  box  or  basket.  Newspapers,  periodicals  and  books  should 
be  tied  in  bundles  and  all  will  be  collected  by  the  dustmen.  This 
has  now  a  marketable  \alne  and  is  being  turned  to  good  account 
by  the  Council.

4'here  was  oidv  one 
case  of  Enteric  Fever  howexer,  and  (his  was  not  con 
(racted  in  (he  Disti-ict,  (In*  i»a(ien(  Inning  becnt  residcnit  in 
Essex  where  he  was  woi4;ing  dni-ing  (he  sninniei-  and  was  send 
home  through  illness  which  was  diagnosed  as  Enteric  Fever. 
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Two  ca.ses  of  Puerperal  I\yrexia  made  fiood  reef)veries :  the 
iiuml)ei'  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  iiotilied  was  lower  than  1937,  but 
the  number  of  deaths  from  tliis  (lisease  increased  slightly. 

Three  deaths  from  Iiillueuza  occuri-ed  in  the  eiirly  part  of  the 
year  but  this  compares  favoui-ably  with  last  year's  nine  deaths, 
although  the  Death  Kate  for  this  di.sease  is  higher  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales.

The  new  site  piovided  by  tlie  Council  tor  the  Meteorolojj;ical 
Observations  Avas  inspected  in  tSeitteniber  by  Mr.  O.  1*.  Drake,  of 
tlie  Air  Ministry,  and  a  certilicate  was  snbsoquently  received 
approving  the  site  and  the  instrninents.  it  is  now  a  recognised 
Meteorological  Station  and  records  are  included  in  all  Air 
Ministry  publications,  as  well  as  the  daily  intorination  to  the 
i*ress. 

No  breakages  of  instrninents  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
the  theft  of  the  Sunshine  Sphere  necessitaied  the  iinmeiliate  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  new  one.  The  old  sphere  was  recovered  howei  er  and 
we  now  have  a  spare  one  for  any  future  emergency. 

As  in  the  past,  the  observations  have  been  recorded  very 
elUciently,  and  in  order  that  he  may  act  as  deputy  to  the  chief 
observer  as  the  necessity  arises,  my  assistant  clerk  has  been  train¬ 
ed  to  carry  out  these  duties.

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SUMMARY  OF  THE  YEAR  1938. 

1!>3S  was  a  very  di'y  I'nt  not  ahnonmilly  sunny  year.  From 
records  published  by  the  Meteorological  Office  which  include  the 
majority  of  stations  in  the  Rritish  Isles,  it  appears  that  Sheer¬ 
ness,  with  only  15.31  inches  of  rain,  was  the  driest  place  in  the 
country  for  the  year.  This  rainfall  is  the  lowest  recorde<l  at 
Sheerness,  the  previous  lowest  being  10.18  in  1933.  Febrnary, 
March,  April  ajul  tiuiie  were  very  dry,  about  |  inch  only  falling 
in  each  of  these  four  months.  May  and  August  were  the  only 
months  with  rainfall  above  normal,  there  being  hve  thunderstorms 
during  the  latter. 

June  was  the  sunniest  month  of  the  year.  The  lirst  four 
months  of  the  year  were  very  suuny,  ^larch  recording  nearly  as 
many  hours  as  July. 

March  and  November  were  the  onl}'  months  with  a  very  pro¬ 
nounced  deviation  above  the  average  temperature ;  April,  i\lay  and 
July  were  cooler  than  usual.  The  most  striking  feature  from 
the  point  of  view  of  temperature  was  the  very  cold  spell  during 
the  middle  of  December  extending  over  Christmas.  For  eight 
days,  the  maximum  temperature  never  rose  above  36°F  and  in  fact 
ranged  from  30°  down  to  28°,  while  the  minimum  ranged  from 
21°  to  32°  and  snow  covered  the  gronud  for  nine  con.secutive  days.

OFFENSIYE  TRADES. 

Im]»rovements  have  been  and  are  still  being  made  to  eliminate 
iniisances  arising  from  the  Glue  and  Chemical  Woi*ks. 

The  following  is  a  Special  Re]>ort  which  I  submitted  to  the 
Council  on  December  1st.  1938. 

“  Accompanied  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  In 
spector,  I  made  several  inspections  of  the  above  premises;  I  should 
add  that  we  were  shewui  great  courtesy  and  given  every  facility 
by  the  management. 

Town  Works. 

The  lime  mixer  and  surrounds  should  be  cleaned  daily, 
especially  around  the  drain  beneath  the  mixers. 

The  stagnant  pool  at  the  rear  of  the  glue  mixer  should  be 
cleaned  out  and  receive  regular  attention  to  prevent  it  from  be¬ 
coming  stagnant  again. 

The  Hoor  of  the  bone  steamer  lioiisi'  should  be  concreted  with 
a  fall  to  the  sea  and  should  be  of  good  impervious  concrete  and 
washed  daily. 

The  acid  plants  at  the  moment  are  being  entii-ely  reconstruct¬ 
ed  and  the  tower  renovated,  which  work  should  greatly  reduce  the 
escape  of  fumes. 

The  glue  moulding  and  cutting  shoj)  is  being  moved  to  a  new 
luiilding  bnilt  of  brickw'ork  and  impeiw'ious  doors,  making  it 
possible  to  use  the  old  building  for  enclosed  stores. 

An  entirely  new  bone  steaming  plant  is  now  in  operation,  thus 
greatly  reducing  the  nuisance  fiom  the  old  steamers. 

Marsh  Works. 

The  store  of  the  i)Owdered  manures  is  in  a  wooden  building 
with  ample  ventilation.  The  main  source  of  nuisance  api)ears 
from  the  fat  digestors  and  the  i»urilication  of  the  bones  in  the 
blunders.  A  method  of  mechanical  ventilation  should  be  install¬ 
ed  in  the  blunder  building  and  the  fat  digestor  building  which  will 
take  fumes  into  the  boiler  dues. 
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The  fat  (li,i>'es(()r  house  whieli  was  recently  coiistj-ucted  does 
not  appear  to  liave  been  l)een  large  eiKuigh  to  deal  with  the  (pian- 
tity  of  offal  received  and  conse<|nently  a  considerable  (piantity  of 
this  material  is  stored  in  open  barrels  in  the  oj)en  air. 

It  a])])eai\s  that  a  consideiable  amount  of  the  olfensive  (alour 
generates  from  this  ]>lant,  and  the  whole  could  be  impi-oved  if  llu; 
Iniilding  were  snrroujided  by  a  conciete  yard  for  a  width  of  (5  feet, 
a  new  building  erected  for  the  stoiage  of  offal  and  a  new  im])ei- 
vions  floor  in  the  digestor  house  which  could  not  be  attacked  by 
the  fats  and  would  be  easy  to  wash  down.  The  whole  of  the 
above  floors  should  be  drained  and  washed  twice  daily.  The 
drains  should  be  provided  with  effective  grease  traps  to  be  cleaned 
as  often  as  is  necessary. 

The  bone  cleansing  department  is  being  demolished.  I  un- 
flerstand  this  is  to  be  reconstructed.  When  this  is  dcnie  gicat 
(•.are  should  be  taken  in  the  choice  and  ciuality  of  materials  used 
for  the  tioois,  walls,  etc.,  to  minimise  nuisance  from  flies  and  to 
facilitate  cleansing.  In  this  type  of  works  it  is  very  essential  that 
the  proper  materials  be  used  iu  the  construction  of  the  buildings, 
('oncrete  floors  are  attacked  by  certain  of  the  ])roducts  and  such 
floors  should,  where  possible,  be  constructed  of  l>hie  Staffordshire 
Bricks. 

The  Water  Sujcply  used  for  the  condensers  controlling  the 
fumes  from  the  fat  house  is  controlled  by  two  pumps,  and  at  cer¬ 
tain  intervals  of  low  tides  it  is  necessary  to  change  from  one 
pump  to  the  other,  which  operation  tukes  some  little  time.  This 
change  over  could  be  greatly  improved  by  the  installation  of  a 
clutch  or  pulleys. 

Notl;  :  The  stagnant  pool  referi  ed  to  above  has  now  been 
closed  up.”

Public  Health  work  during  the  year  1!»3S  in  your  District  has 
again  made  steady  progress. 

W'ith  regard  to  luiectious  Disease,  Scarlet  Fe\er  was  more 
prevalent  than  in  former  years,  but  more  than  one-third  of  the 
total  cases  notified  were  non-civilians ;  the  fact  that  Dijihtheria 
was  again  very  low,  only  one  case,  is  very  encouraging  however. 

Main  Drainage  extensions  and  an  additional  bore  sunk  by  the 
Shep]>ey  M'ater  Co.,  and  modern  machinery  at  their  three  boi-es, 
together  with  contemplated  improvements  at  the  Council’s 
Warden  Roi-e  and  the  systematic  bacteriological  examination  of 
all  the  supplies,  aie  all  factors  which  will  ultimately  tend  towards 
the  better  he'alth  of  the  district. 

The  control  of  camps  has  been  etliciently  carried  out,  and 
when  it  is  pointed  out  that  during  the  height  of  the  season  the 
number  of  campers  e.xceeds  half  the  resident  poimlation  of  the 
the  whole  district,  it  will  be  realised  that  this  control  has  become 
a  very  im])ortant  matter  to  the  district. 

The  Birth,  Death  and  Infant  Mortality  Rates  are  all  highly 
satisfactory;  the  Birth  Rate  is  normal  and  practically  the  same 
as  in  1!):17 ;  the  Death  Rate  is  very  low  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  is  lower  than  in  the  ])revious  year  and  much  lower  than  the 
Rate  for  the  whole  country. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  you  for  the  co-operation 
alforded  me  and  tlie  consideration  given  to  proj»osals  1  have  made.
